the lines or substations within his 
local neighborhood. On that prin- 
ciple, who would pay for the 
Bennett Dam? It -is surprising 
that Dr. Shrum would make such a 
suggestion except in a spirit of 
cynicism, and the situation hardly 
calls for that. 


The latest proposal that a slice 
be taken off Tom Francis Park to 
widen the power line strip, is des- 
picable, not only in its shameful dis- 
regard for a priceless public recrea- 
tion area but for its desecration of 
a memorial to a fine old pioneer who 
devoted his life to safeguarding this 
sylvan gem and gave it to the public 
on the understanding that it would 
be preserved. Thetis Lake Park, 
adjacent to Tom Francis Park, has’ 
already been hacked through for a 
104-acre easement and the under- 


- standing when it was done was that 


this would be the one and only 
demand of-its kind. Now, only eight 
years later, they are back again. 


The engineering concept that 


_ the best line for any transmission is 


a straight line is an understandable 
one, and the use of cheaper 
overhead wiring rather than under- 
ground transmission is also plaus- 
ible.

But a proper appraisal must 
also take into account the costs 
involved in scenic destruction, in 
diversion of land from other uses, in 
the effects on future needs, and in 
general all the disadvantages that 
will. accrue to human beings as a 
result of the pole line. 

It has been customary in most 
cases in the past to ignore the latter 
considerations and be governed by 
the baré-bones engineering factors. 
But this is becoming increasingly 
less acceptable to people today as 
they see their planet being ripped 
and torn and polluted in the name 
of progress. On two occasions_in 
recent years, to its discredit, Vic- 
toria city council has given in to 
B.C. Electric and Hydro pressure 
and permitted invasion of parts of 
Thetis Lake nature sanctuary. The 
cash cost of avoiding this would ~ 
have been absorbed long ago in 
Hydro operations, “but the in- 
tangible permanent cost of power- 
line right-of-ways will be born in 
perpetuity by all who use the park. 

Now Hydro plans to run another 
power line through territory on the 
edge of the city in a move that 
would destroy a large acreage for 
future development, and place a blot 
on the scenery of the route which 
Hydro accountants will not include 
in their costing. 

The corporation itself has 
achieved an almost untouchable 
status, aloof from public desires or 
distress, for local government is 
apparently powerless to oppose its 
bulldozing tactics. The Social Credit 
provincial government is notorious 
for its dollar-criterion of almost any 
question, and the Hydro organiza- 
tion is in any case a special favorite 
of Mr. Bennett. Only the solid 
protests of people with votes is 
likely to carry weight with the 
proyincial government, At the mo- 
ment, Hydro appears.in the guise of 
everything this age is against.

Ducking: the St. Clair Pollution Rap 


T this writing, the federal govern- 
ment has decided it is not safe for 
foreigners to eat any fish taken from 
Lake St. Clair or pickerel, perch and 
suckers taken from 
Lake Erie. They may 
be poisoned by mer- 
cury if they do and 
therefore the export 
of such fish has been 
banned by the fed- 
eral fisheries depart- 
ment, But the On- 
tario government has 
decided there is no 
danger if such fish 
are eaten by Cana- 
dians, and it has not, therefore, banned 
fishing in the lakes in question. 

Admittedly, this legal absurdity over- 
states the actual situation. Since most of 
the commercial fishing catch from the 
lakes is exported to the United States, 
and export -has been banned, the 
fishermen have stopped fishing and no 
contaminated fish are going to the 
Canadian market either. But is is still 
possible for sportsmen and others to fish 
in the lakes and eat their catches no 
matter how much mercury they may 
contain. 

The efforts of the Ontario government 
to explain this anomaly away have 
bordered on the ludicrous. At various 
times Energy and Resources Minister 
George Kerr has been heard to say that 
the federal safety level for mercury 
concentration — .5 parts per million = is 
too low, but that fish ‘containing that 
much might be dangerous if consumed 
daily for two or three weeks. He has said 
the Ontario Health Department's recom- 
mendation — one part per million — is 
safe for the “average consumption of 
fish’, whatever that may mean. He has 
even suggested the federal export ban 
may have been precipitous and unjusti- 
fied since it was taken on the basis of 
findings of “k36 parts per million in 
catches — a strange non sequitur even 
‘accepting the Ontario criterion and a 
blithe” ignoring of findings as high as 
seven parts per million in other catches.

To Avoid Compensation 

There is, however, a simple if crass 
explanation. The Ontario government has 
been reluctant to ban fishing in the two 
lakes because it wants to avoid 
responsibility for compensation to. thdse 
who could legitimately claim loss of 
income as a result of such a ban. Its 
view is that compensation should be paid 
by those responsible for the mereury 
pollution and secondly by:those who have 
been doing the banning — i.e, the federal 
government. 

Mr. Kerr has been beating his breast 
and swearing that the commercial 
fishermen are entitled to compensation 
but he has remap 2 avoided saying 
that, all else failing, the compensation 
will be paid by the Ontario government. 

Considering that‘ several millions of 
dollars may be involved, this approach 
— Mr. Kerr would deny it is a policy — 
is perhaps human: it ig“always nicer to 
have the other fellow pay if possible. But 
it raises sorhe perplexing questions as to 
just who is responsible—questions which 
no ome can answer at this time and 
illustrate dramatically just how inade- 
quate and out-of-date our political and 
legal ‘systems are for dealing with the 
modern problerg of pollution. t

only been recently established that it can 
somehow be taken up from the bottom of 
lakes (it is insoluble in, and heavier 
than, water) in the food chain of fish. 
Dow might therefore claim, legimately, 
that given ‘the state of knowledge when 
the pollution was occurring, mercury did 

not fall into the category of dangerous 
_ things in law and that the defence of 


reasonable care was available to it, since 
in theory at least, the technological 
process used by the company at Sarnia 
did not permit mercury to leak out into 
the lake: 

Furthermore Dow's mercury pollution 
does not carry a company label on it, 
and while it is the only known industrial 
user of mercury on Lake St. Clair, it ix 
quite possible there is mercury in: the 
lake bed from other sources — for 
example, from mercury fungicides used 
in the agricultural area drairied by the 
Thames River, which flows into the lake. 

Could either the federal or Ontario 
governments, then, he held legally 
reponsible? This would seem to be even 
more complex, since it flows from the 
strange division in jurisdiction over 
fisheries which has evolved in Canada 
since Confederation. 


Jurisdiction 


The British North America Act 
clearly assigns the legislative power over 
inland fisheries to the federal  parlia- 
ment. But a series of Privy Council 
decisions at Westminister beginning in 


1898 created, in effect, a dual capacity, - 


with Ottawa responsible for-fisheries and 
dishing per se and the provinces 
responsible for the property and civil 
Tights associated thereto. In some 
provinces, the federal authority has 
remained complete but Ontario, Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta under- 
took, with Ottawa’s consent, to admin- 
ister the federal regulatory power. 

One weird result of this is that the 
Ontario fishing regulations, which say 


where, het and when fishing may take 
place, are actually federal orders-in- 
council. They are drafted’ by Queen's 
Park but they do not become law until 
passed by the federal cabinet. 

Cannot Ottawa, then, ban fishing in 
the province? Apparently not, since the 
federal fisheries department has asked 
Ontario to ban fishing in Lake St. Clair 
and Ontario, up to this writing, has 
refused. All the banning which has been 
done so far, as Mr. Kerr never tires to 
point out, has been federal banning — 
under the federal Fish Inspection Act. 
The implication. is clear: if the fisher- 
men have been damaged by what has 
been done, talk to Ottawa. But it hardly 
seems likely that Ottawa can be held 
liable in law for taking action to protect 
public health and safety. 

The Ontario Water Resources Com- 
mission, which is responsible for pre 
venting pollution, could be sued.and held 
liable if it.could be shown it was grossly 
negligent in its watchdog duties. But 
again, Dow’s mercury pollution had been 
going on for years before the O.W.R.C. 
had reason, cause or means to be aware 
of it, and the worst that can be said 
against the Commission is that it pussy- 
footed around after becoming aware of 
it. 

One or all of the parties involved, of 
course, can and probably will accept a 
moral or politi¢al responsibility and pay 
compensation regardless of legal con- 
siderations. But moral and legal respon- 
sibilities should be the two sides of the 
same coin and not strangers separated 
by the vagaries of a sense tial ons 
system.

Bertrand and

PSEMER Jean-Jacques Bertrand was 
the only one of Quebec’s major 
party leaders to reveal anything of 
jimportance as all four over the 
weekend officially 
opened their cam- 
paigns for the— April 
29 election.

Hopes Dashed

to his government, if re-elected, or he 
will put Quebec’s status in Canada to:3 
referendum, 

Following the press conference, Mr. 
Bertrand formally opened his campaign 
at a Sunday afternoon rally in the 
packed sports arena here in Cowarisville, 
50 miles east of Montreal in his own 
riding of Mississquoi. Surrounded by his 
entire cabinet and all but one of the 
other 107 NU candidates, he allowed Mr. 
Masse ‘to introduce him with one anti- 
Ottawa tirade, and then followed with 
another of his own. 

There is a large English-speaking 
population in Mississquoi, among whom 
Mr. Bertrand is personally liked.

Lord. Keynes was quite 

- properly impressed by the 
Great. Depression and de- 
veloped, perhaps uncon- 
sciously, an explanation and 
remedies for medium - term 
business fluctuations. Some- 
how, these cycles seem to 
have disappeared ~from the 
scene. In spite of this, many 
concepts and — prescriptions 
introduced by Keynes are still 
valid and useful. This does 
not mean, however, that they 
are directly applicable to 
short cycles. Moreover, the 
framework ‘of the national 
accounts is not very useful«to 
detect and measure fluctua- 

tions of short duration. 


GNP and its major .com- 
ponents move rather slowly 
and cannot be used as an 
early warning system for 
turning -points, because they 
reflect. all the conflicting 
tendencies which are always 
present in a national econ- 
omy, including those econ- 
omic phenomena which do not 
or only slowly react to short- 
terin changes. We have here, 
I believe, the fundamental 
reason why our forecasting 
system has been wrong so 
often or right too late: we 
have been using the wrong 
analytical basis and the 
wrong measurement frame- 
work to anticipate short-run 
fluctuations. 


Out of Balance 


Basically, these variations 
can be described as inventory 
cycles. Inventories. can. be 
accumulated for various 
reasons. But when they begin 
to rise involuntarily and ona 
broad basis, it usually means 
that the economy is tem- 
porarily out of balance, 
because production has grown 
more rapidly than demand. 
This process of inventory 
accumulation cannot go on 
indefinitely which means that 
eventually production and 
employment have to slow 
down. When involuntary 
inventoriés can be liquidated, 
the economy is back on the 
road to discovery. This whole 
process is faithfully reflected 
in the manufacturing sector 
by the ratio of inventory 
owned to shipments. 


I suggest that we have to 
look much more carefully 
than we have done in the past 
in this general area of leading 
indicators if we want to 
develop a more sensitive 
warning system to forecast 
cyclical turning points. Short- 
term forecasting will always 
remain a Yisky venture but I 
am convinced that we could 
quite easily make it less 
uneertain. The Economic

has made recom- 
mendations to that effect 
which have not -yet been 
implemented. 

Whether or not North 
America is now. experiencing 
the emergence of another 
recession is largely a question 
of semantics which is better 
left to practising ‘politicians. 
It is more ysignificant to say 
that the economy has been 
slowing down and that this 
movement will continue at 
least until 
ment policies in the United 
States and Canada are re- 
versed. This slowing down 
of the economy began even 
before the government an- 
nounced its austerity program 
last summer and it is now 
recognized by everybody. The 
governor of the Bank of Can- 
ada wrote in his annual report 
published last Friday that: 


Expansion Slowdown 


“For the balance of the 
year or during the last three 
quarters of 1969, the underly- 
ing trend—if one looks 
through the distorting effects 
of the important strikes that 


_ occurred—was that expansion 


was proceeding at a distinctly 
lower rate.” 

The Minister of Finance 
admitted in his recent budget 
speech that the Canadian 
economy in the fiscal year 
1970-71 will be; and I quote 

“operating at a lower percen- 
tage of capacity than during 

1969-70.” 

The Minister went on to 
add: “If we could be con- 
cerned only with the pressure 
of total ‘demands upon our 
productive capacity and 
markets, further action would 
not be necessary.”” But—then, 
he announced his intention to 
curtail consumer credit which 
will hit only poorer people 
and further weaken the 
already softest spot of the 
economy, the sector of con- 
sumer durable goods. 
Governor of the Bank of 
Canatia, in his report, made a 
similar statement when he 
wrote: 


; * 
“The purpose of restraint is 


not, however, to slow down 
the economy for its own sake 
but as a means of slowing 
down the price and cost 
increase in order to provide a 
solid base for sustainable 
economic expansion."” 


Such statements and simi- 
lar ones made in the United 
States by Arthur Burns in 
particular, bring me to my 
second and more fundamental 
concern about the conven- 
tional economic wisdom which 
developed in the postwar 
period with respect to fiscal

LAMONTAGNE 


and monetary policies de- 
signed to combat inflation, In 
my view, we are now witness- 
ing in this policy sector and 
in several countries of the 
western world, especially per- 
haps in the United States, the 
worst aberration since the 
Great Depression. Before the 
New Deal, governments tried 
to fight massive unemploy- 
ment by increasing trade 
restrictions, reducing public 
expenditures, raising taxes 
and monetary restraints. The 
hope was to restore the state 
of confidence of business and, 
through so-called responsible 
public financing, to induce 
producers to start the econ- 
omy rolling again. 


Lord Keynes refuted this 
deeply rooted aberration very 
eonvincingly. He clearly 
showed that deficient aggre- 
gate demand, not the lack of 
supply, was the real source of 
trouble and that easy money 
and systematic deficit financ- 
ing were the only effective 
cure for massive unemploy- 
ment. 


Economie Heresy 


Keynesianigm was seen at 
first as a heresy; it soon 
become a dogma after the 
Second World War, The new 
school of economics did not 
only accept the proposed 
remedies for unemployment, 
it reversed the prescription to 
apply it to inflation. Thus, 
reduced public spending, 
higher taxes, budget surpluses 
and. monetary restrictions 
became part of the new 
dogma and wére designed to 
be used against rapidly rising 
prices. This approach con- 
tained a very important 
implicit assumption which 


was not noted by the new 
doctrine: it supposed that 
inflation was essentially of a 
cyclical. character and came 
from excessive aggregate 
demand. It worked well in the 
early 19508 when that as- 
sumption fitted our situation. 
This greatly contributed to 
strengthen the new dogma. 


Increasing Prices 


During the 1957-58 depres- 
sion, however, the amazement 
was great when prices con- 
tinued to rise. How could we 
possibly have’ at the same 
time rising unemployment 
caused by a deficient aggre- 
gate demand and increasing 
prices resulting from exces- 
sive ovet-all demand? Indeed, 
demand could not be both 
deficient and excessive at the 
same moment. Puzzlement 


~ led to confusion: during the 


fiscal year 1958-59,-we had a 
huge budget deficit by acci- 
dent and tight money by 
purpose, at least in relative 
terms. 


I was almost like St. John 
the Baptist preaching in the 
desert" when I said at the 
Liberal Thinkers’ Conference 
in Kingston in 1960: “Rising 
prices can also originate from 
the supply side, more 
precisely from sectors where 
monopolistic controls pr e- 
dominate. The use of market 
power .can lead to a rise in 
prices which is not propor- 
tional to increasing costs or 
which is not associated with a 
rise in demand. Initially, such 
a rise in prices is limited to 
those sectors of the economy 
characterized by administered 
pricing «and monopolistic con- 
trols, but ultimately, it tends 
to be transferred to other

tories, reducing employment 
and production while attempt- 
ing to increase or at least to 
maintain prices. This is pre- 
cisely what is happening now. 

In this connection, it is 
interesting to observe the 


| ~ behavior of the wage-profit 


cycle. Labor income per unit 
of ga does not decline 

more with our“present 
poe Aen of collective bargain- 
ing. Its rate of increase 
merely tends to slow down 
during the last stage of a 
recession and the first phase 
of recovery. This lack of 
‘sensitivity to cyclical varia- 
tions is reinforced by longer- 
term labor contracts which 
are now becoming the general 
pattern. 


Corporate Profits 


On the other hand, corpor- 
ate profits per unit of output 
react much more violently to 
short-term fluctuations but 
they move in a_ direction 
opposite to that of labor 
income. They increase much 
more rapidly in the early 
phase of recovery. and con- 
tinue to rise more slowly at 
the peak of prosperity but 
they begin to go down early 
during a recession. The result 
of these complementary 
movements is that the sum of 
labor income and corporate 
profits per unit of output rises 
throughout the ‘short-term 
cycle, although at a slower 
rate in the midst of a 
recession and accounts. di- 
rectly or indirectly for most 
of the overall increase in 
prices. Profits make ‘their 
biggest contribution to cost- 
push inflation during recovery 
while labor income is mainly 
responsible for it at ‘all stages 
of the cycle, partly because 
of the greater weight they 
have in the price structure. 

It would be- possible, . of 
course, to sufficiently weaken 
overall demand so as to bring 
prices down. This was 


of the labor force in 1933. 
During the four years 
between 1967 and 1962, the 
consumer price index rose by 
almost 6 points while unem- 
ployment remained at an 
average of close to 7 per cent. 
These figures give us an idea 
of the level of unemployment 
that we would have to toler- 
ate today in order to hait 
prices by reducing overall 
demand. 


Lack of Realism 


But this is not the whole 
story. Some public statements 
made recently lead us to 
believe that if we could stop 
price increases through fiscal 
and monetary restrictions 
during the next few months, 
then we could go back to a 
stable situation and forget 
about inflation. Even. the 
Prices and Incomes Com- 
mission, at its meeting with 
business representatives in 
February, asked for tempo- 
rary price réstraints. 

This again reveals the lack 
of realism of prevailing atti- 
tudes which. still assume that 
inflation is cyclical and there- 
fore temporary in character. 
A temporary halt in prices 
cannot put an end to the wage- 
profit cycle; it is evident that 
as soon as the causes of the 
halt will be removed, the 
structural forces leading to 
cost-push inflation will re- 
appear. 

I do not hesitate to say that 
cyclical fiscal ‘and monetary 
policies designed to discour- 
age demand constitute a 
rundabout, clumsy and inef- 
ficient method pf combating a 
structural and permanent 
source of inflation on the 
supply side. Given the imper 
fection of our markets, the 
negative effect of that 


approach will always be much 
larger on employment ard 
production than on wages and 
prices. Moreover, its’ impact 
on prices can at best be

stronger sectors of the econ- 
omy, which are mainly res- 
ponsible for cost-push infla- 
tion, will continue to enjoy 
rising. incomes. In this way, 
whag we are trying -to 
a ieve, unconsejiously I am 
st@igigis to make the poor so 
a ‘and the weak so weak 
that! the rich and the strong 
wil], not be able to exploit 
them any further by pushing 
prices up. 


‘Unconscious Cynicism 


It is hard to believe that 
this unconscious cynicism has 
come to represent orthodoxy 
and that those who favor a 
mow, straightforward attack 
against the real source of cost- 

flation and who pro- 
to directly curb the 
power of the rich and the 
strong to increase prices 
unduly are viewed as heretics 
and perhaps even as lunatics. 

And yet, it is in this general 
direction that we have to 
move, if we really want to 
minimize inflation without 
ereating greater human 
misery. It would be wonderful 
if voluntary controls could 
work effectively. - Unfortun- 
ately, I do not think they will, 
at least in the long run. How 
could we expect self-restraint 
to work in a. situation of 
collective irresponsibility. I 


Blame Monopolies 


There are also other meas- 
ures ‘less drastic than price 
and wage controls, such as 
perhaps special excess profit 
or payroll taxes which could 
be taken to discourage the 
wage-profit spiral in the 
monopolistic sectors of our 
economy. Moreover, our 
choice is rather limited: 
either we persist in forcing 
the poor and the;weak to bear 
the burden of inflation and of 
the so-called cures that we 
are now using or we decide to 
go directly and squarely at 
the root of cost-push inflation 
and to place the burden of 
fighting it where it belongs, 
that is on the strong mono- 
polistic sectors in our econ- 
omy. It is more difticult of 
course to ‘fight-the powerful 
on the business and labor 
fronts than to pumish the 
weak but the. long and 
arduous battle against infla- 


. tion will not be won other 


wise. This is one of the most 
complex challenges that gov- 
ernments have to face at the 
present time in the Western 
world. 


In conclusion, I want to re- 
emphasize that we should now 
concentrate on the direct 
approach to combat struo- 
tural inflation, dissociate gen- 
eral fiscal and monetary 
policies from that fight and re- 
orient them towards the pur- 
pos? of short-term stability 
and long-term growth, In 
order to achieve this goal 
under present circumstances, . 
we should have easier and 
cheaper money, abandon the 
idea of consumer credit res- 
trictions and eliminate the 
surplus contemplated in the 
recent butiget, through selec- 
tive tax cuts. This may sound 
heretic from the point of view 
of the conventional wisdom. 
But for me, this is just plain 
common sense.

The historic proposal to cut a canal 
through_to- Esquimalt harbor would. be 
abandoned, partly on grotinds of costs, 
partly because this flushing device, if it 
worked, would introduse cold water too 
regularly. Dredging of Portage Inlet, 
also a suggestion widely publicized in 
former years, might be feasible, but 
highly expensive in the opinion of the 
planner. 

Moreover, the pollution problem as it 
is generally understood would be 
regarded in different perspective.

Mr. Neate harbors no dream of a 
revival of the Gorge as the one and only 
major swimming hole for the entire 
community. That idea lost validity in 
the ‘thirties, with expanded ownership 
of automobiles. Many swimmers will 
prefer to*go to Elk Lake, Thetis and 
other regions within comfortable driving 
distance—as they were beginning to do 
in the last days of the old VASC at the 
Gorge. :

Even the monorail—six 
four-car “trains which come 
along every 24% minutes and 
stop at seven strategic points 
on a-‘2.7-mile route—is auto- 
mated. The blue-and-white 
monorail, free to visitors, 
does the work of the famed 
Expo Express and Mini-rail at 
Expo 67, serving both as 
transport and sight-seeing ve- 
hicle.

Computers even keep track 
of lost children. Free tags is- 
sued at the gates have dupli- 
eate serial numbers. One is 
pinned on the child; the par- 
ent keeps the other.

We can see by this 
that the ‘specials’ are not 
caused by an excess of 
products on hand but by a pre- 
arranged plan by the major 
producers. That puts the 
control in their hands, not ih 
response to the consumer's 
buying pattern.” 

The only defence; in‘ the 
view of the CAC vigilantes; is 
to understand and resist the 
supermarket merchandising 
techniques and, in the = un- 
characterjstically un-ladylike 
assessment of Mrs. Forrest: 
“Don’t let them sucker you.” 


They offer a number of 
general rules to this end: 

Stick to‘a shopping list. 
Impulse buying can ruin your 
budget. (“‘Except,” adds Mrs. 
Forrest, “‘when you recognize 
a good buy, take it. Keep in 
mind that you don't have to 
be manipulated. After ~all, 
nobody marches you to the 
store and takes the money out 
of your purse. The ultimate 
responsibility is with the 
spender.’’) 

Read labels. Get what you 
really want. Don’t pay extra 
for fancy packaging, gim- 
micks or contests. (‘There's 
never something for nothing 
in a supermarket; says Mrs. 
Clay.. ‘‘Every sales gimmick 
is paid for by the shopper, 
She should resent it and fight

expensive ones. (‘Here's the 
toughest problem of ll,” 
warns Mrs. Morriss, “because 
there's a shocking need for a 
révision of the standards of 
grading meats.

They will advertise a 
blade roast, bone out, and 
you'll find that the blade was 
removed, but.the rib is still 
there and the rib is at least a 
third of it, It’s deceptive.

He has already 
made the province’s school 
boards play the same sad 
song. 

Bennett's problem: there is 
not enough tax money to do 
all the things péople say need 
doing. 

Bennett’s, or any other 
government's Solution: -a list 
of priorities. :

So, as hospital. boards’ meet 
in the next few weeks. to try 
to make a dollar out of 15 
cents, certainly some.of their 
problems can be traced fo the 
Peace and Columbia rivers.

That enormous'commitment 
is load enough. But com- 
pounding. financiat woes of 
government (and others) is 
an interest rate which has 
reached the point of usury. 

The government, under- 
standably, does not like being 
grilled for being tight-fisted 
with schools and. hospitals. 
Those are . establishments 
close to motherhood. . 

Two logical steps in 
strategy have followed. 

The first is a clarion and 
oft-repeated call for economy, 
better utilization of schools, 
teachers, hospitals and staff- 
ing. It’s a sound appeal 
because whatever the agency, 
it’ can be made more ef- 
ficient.

precious cargo. 

The cargo is called kat in 
Somalia, where southerners 
chew the leaves. 


In-Kenya; along-the Indian 


Ocean coastline, a foreigner 


drives up to a_ gasoline 
station. He mentions a 
friend’s name to the attend- 
ant, gives him the equivalent 
of five dollars and drives 
away a few minutes - later 
with a tank full of gas and a 
rolled up newspaper full of 
marijuana. 

In The Congo, .they call it ‘ 
shanvre, It .grows in the 
forest on seven-foot tall stalks 
and people in Kinshasa assert 
that you can buy a shoe-box 
full for a dollar. 

One thousand miles to the 
east, in The Congo’s dense 
and dark Ituri Forest, four.

Instead, the ~stu- 
dents research for them 
selves. They even set their 
own homework questions and 
they’re taking themselves 
where they want to go.”’ 

And it’s not just the stu- 
dents who learn. Once when 
Mr. Owen decided. to add. an 
anaconda to his collection, the 
students went out to learn all 
about the South American 
snake. What they found was 
enough to convince Mr. Owen 
to change his mind. 


“T never knew they grow-up 


- to be 37 feet in length,” he 


said. “When they came back 
and told me that it was highly 
recommended that no one 
person alone try to handle-an 
anaconda; I cancelled the 
order.”’ 


Mr. Owen's farm now is a 
frequent visiting spot for 
many of his students, and 
some hitch-hike out during the 
summer vacation. They help 
with the chores and get food 
and housing in return. 


And the students enjoy hav- 


ing animals as classmates. 
Last year they raised-a pair 
of cottontail rabbits from ‘in- 
fancy and “every year they 
manage to -find some or- 
Phaned animal to - bring 
along,” Mr, Owen says. 


STUDY POLLUTION 


His Grade 11 students are 
carrying their studies to a 
broader plane, They are start- 
ing a pollution survey of 
Oshawa Creek, the results of 
their study will be~ charted 
and an animal population sur- 


vey will then be carried out. 
When both studies are corre 
lated the students will be able 
to. see how man affects the 
animal ecology and. learn the 
dangers of upsetting the bal- 
ance of nature, 


“We think it will be a very 
professional survey,” Mr. 
Owen says. 


His concept of teaching is 
being used in Grades 9 and 11 
“at. the school. By far the best 
results, he finds, have been 
experienced at the Grade 9 
level.

~ New-Look Magazines 
Revert to Domesticity 


By CAROL KENNEDY 


LONDON (CP) — Women 
may be involved in issues out- 
side the home to a greater de- 
gree than ever before, but in 
Britain their magazines. still 
tend to- promote a. domestic 
image because this is the only 
“selling climate’ favored by 
advertisers, says a new book 
surveying two centuries of 
women’s publications. 

“The cohsequences for soci- 
ety are potentially serious, for 
women’s magazines are far 
from being the imnocuous 
purveyors of light entertain- 
ment they are often made out 
to be,’ says Dr: Cynthia 
White in Women’s Magazines 
1693-1968, published here by 
Michael Joseph. 

“They are the nation’s most 
powerful sales force to 
women, not mérely of “con- 
sumer goods, but of a femi- 
nine’ image and _ desirable 
standards of female achieve- 
ment. That is’ where their so- 
cial significance lies." 

Dr. White notes that, histor- 


ically, wheneyer women’s | 


rights loomed large on the na- 
tional horizon, women’s mag- 
azines retreated to a cosy do- 
mesticity. In 1861, when the 
“woman question’’ began to 
exercise Victorian minds, the 
new journal The Queen de- 
clared its editorial policy: 

“When we write for women, 
we write for the home. .. . 
Women have neither hand nor 
heart for abstract political 
speculation, while as for our 
own liberties, or our political 
principles, they may be safely 
left. to men.”

however, magazine editors 


were ready to assume a lively | 


intelligence among their read- 
ers. In 1770 the editor of The 
Lady’s* Magazine conceded: 
“The minds of the (female) 
sex when properly cultivated 
are not inferior to those whose 
honor it is to be protectors 
and instructors of the fair.’’ 
The ‘cosy little-woman 
image persisted, despite. fall- 
ing sales in post-war years, 
right: up to the mid-1960s,

Called in to analyse the ail- 
ing Woman's Own weekly in 
1964, Dichter’s findings be- 
came the basis of a whole 
new philosophy in the maga- 
zine empire-of Britain's Inter- 
natienal Publishing Corp. The 
most striking result of the 
new approach to “the thinking 
female” was the glossy 
monthly Nova, designed as a 
serious magazine acceptable 
to both sexes. 

OLD FORMULA LINGERS ‘ 

Nova has survived. through” 
five years of wavering circu- 
lation, though it has had to 
modify its original starkly in- 
tellectual content of heavy so- 
cial and political topics to- 
wards more traditional sub- 
jects treated in a new way. 

But other journals which 
were revamped with the new 
social realism—including Ev- 
erywoman, Housewife and 
Woman's Mirror—failed to re- 
gain ground and either. folded 
or were merged. Dr. White 
suggests that publishers may 
have over-estimated the pace 
at which British women were 
widening their horizons. 

American magazine publish- 
ers, on the other hand, have 
succeeded in moving their 
readership—and their adver- 
tisers—with them in, shaping a 
new mood of social involve- 
ment, “helping women to 
function effectively in a com- 


plex and demanding social en- 
viponment”’ rather than pro- 
viding escapist fodder. 

Nevertheless, in her some- 
what contradictory summing- 
up, Dr. White concludes that 
the old-established British for- 
mula, having withstood two 
world wars, the emancipation 
of women and an entire social 
revolution, ‘‘indicates that the 
majority of women find in it 
certain ingredients which sat- 
isfy their deepest needs.”

After going off duty. at 4 
p.m., she returns home to 
Daughters of Wisdom.

Women Reporters 
Often Paid Less 


OTTAWA (CP) — Discrimi-~ 
nation against women as 
employees persists in Cana- 
dian newspapers and broag- 
casting, the special Senate” 
committee on mass media 
has been told. “es 


Eleanor Dunn, “assistant 
women's editor of the Ottawa 
Citizen, said in a written 
submission that sex. discrimi- 
nation exists in payy werking 
conditions and opportunities 
for employment, ad v.anc e- 
ment and assignments. 7 

The ‘submission, released 
for publication today, was 
among those for which the 
committee has "not scheduled 
personal appearances at its 
public hearings. : 

A survey last Hl by the 
Canadian Women’s Press 
Club, which obtained 36 re- 
‘sponses, showed that women’s 
page editors generally are 
required to be administrators, 
editors, layout experts, 
columnists and reporters. 
Women’s page reporters like- 
wise often are required to do 
layout and headline writing— 
tasks newsroom reporters 
generally are not required to 
perform. 


RECEIVE LESS PAY 

“In spite, of the spread of 
skills required of them, close 
to half who answered- receive 
less pay than male editors,” 
the survey found. 

Pay ‘figures. from news- 
papers with union contracts 
with the American Newspaper 
Guild show: 

On the Brantford Expositor, 
weekly minimum pay is 
$131.20 for women's page 
writers, $12.73 below the scale 
for other writers. 

On the New Westminster 
Columbian, the weekly  mini- 
mum for women’s page re- 
porters, at $113.46, is $34.80 
less than the minimum for 
other writers. 

A social writer on the 
Oshawa Times was getting 
$69.55 weekly a year ago, at a

MISS. TOP JOBS 


.Women are working in’ all 
fields in newspapers, but “‘to 
my knowledge there are no 
women in senior management 
positions—news editor, city 
editor or managing editor—on 
any of the major Canadian 
dailies... .” 


Even the women’s page 
editor’s job is not safe: 
“There are at least two 


papers in Canada, the Hamil- 
ton Spectator and one Calgary 
daily in which this position is 
filled by a man.” 

Discrimination existed de- 
spite the fact that women 
staff often have higher quali- 
fications than male counter- 
parts—nine of 11 womeh on 
the editorial staff of The 
Citizen have’ university -de- 
grees. 

Citing other forms of dis- 
crimination, Mrs Dunn says 
few women are assigned io 
the Parliamentary Press Gal- 
lery in Ottawa and she 
attributed that to “the pre- 
ponderantly male manage- 
ment” of newspapers. 

Women reporters in Ottawa 
also are at a disadvantage 
because they are barred from 
membership in the National 
Press Club,a facility used by 
male reporters as a source of 
information as well as for 
social relaxation, Mrs. Dunn 
said.

CAPE TOWN — Leaders of 
South Africa's 200,000-member 
Muslim community have 
warned the government that 
they will “‘fight to the end" to 
defend their holy places 
against demolition by the 
jatest apartheid move. 

Tension among the: Muslims 
is rising as the government 
prepares to pull down 
mosques situated in areas 
that have been proclaimed 

“white.”’ 

Sheikh A, Najaar, vice- 
president of the Muslim Judi- 


cial Council and Imam of the _ 


Zinatul Islam Mosque in Cape 
Town, said: ‘We will go to 
court if necessary. Our people 
will never Bevept financial 
compensation." 

Most of the mosques have 
been threatened by the 
governments “group areas” 
plan which aims at segre- 
gating the races into white, 
black, colored and Asian 
communal areas. 

In the Cape province alone, 
36 out of a total of 55 
mosques are facing the threat 
of -demolition. 

Muslim religious leaders 
have sent a strongly-worded 
petition to Prime Minister 
Johannes Vorster and to 
provincial administrators. 

The petition protests 
against “such irreligious 
acts” and denounced “this 
injustice againét a law- 
abiding minority." 

It concludes: “We are a 
helpless, people who can. only 
resort to supplication to the 
almighty for guidance and 


. protection.”’ 


Sheikh Najaar said: ‘We 
will fight to the end. We have 


no alternative, On religious 
grounds mosques dan never 
be abandoned.

Dr. Anold Hutschnecker 
further proposed massive 
psychological and psychiatric 
treatment’ for those children 
found to be criminally in- 
clined, He said such a pro- 
gram was a better short-term 
solution to the crime problem 
than urbarr reconstruction, 

Teenage boys later ‘found to 
be persisting in incorrigible 
behavior would be remanded 
to camps under the proposals 
submitted to the president 
last December. ; 

Dr. . Hutschnecker,. a con- 
sultant to the former national 
commission on the causes and 
prevention of violence, ad- 
vised the president of his 
proposals in - a. 1,600-word 
long critique of the commis- 
sion’s.. report after it dis-

“No doubt,’’. Dr. Hutsch-

mind of the child. 

“The aim is to prevent a 
child with a delinquent char- 
acter ‘structure from being 
allowed to grow into a full- 
fledged teenage delinquent or 
adult criminal,”” Dr. Hutsch- 
necker said. 

“The sooner this destructive 
trend is recognized and re- 
versed, the better the chances 
for the. prevention of crime 
and. the cure of the individu- 
al,” he wrote. 

Thewearly testing of - chil- 
drea to detect deviant be- 
havior has been advocated by 
the doctor before. 

He wrote last year in Look 
magazine that high school and 
college students ‘“‘should be 
obliged to undergo psycho- 
logical testing.” He argued

More Women Suffer 
From Rheumatoid 


By DR. WALTER ALVAREZ 


One of the worst forms of 
arthritis is the rheumatoid 
one, which’ produces usually 
much pain, disability and 
deformity, and-seems more 
often ‘to attack women than 
men. ; 

We. physicians do not know 
what the cause is, but we do 
know that the arthritis is one 
of the so-called collagen 
diseases, a group of diseases 
in which one part of the body 
is attacked, as if it -were 
foreign tissue, by the rest .of 
the body. Other collagen 
diseases are disseminated 
lupus erythematosus (in. 
which the skin is usually 
involved), polyarteritis nodosa’ 
(a destructive disease of a 
few arteries here and there in 
the body), and scleroderma 
(a hardening of the skin). 

‘There seems to be a 
hereditary factor in rheuma- 
toid arthritis, it can appear in 
several members of a family, 
or several members—of the 
family can have one of the 
other collagen: diseases, such 
as lupus erhthematosus.

In some cases, there’ are 
typical destructive changes in 
the ends of the bones in the 
affected. joints. Typical also 
are nodules under the skin. 
Often there is an increase in 
the number of white cells in 
the blood. Sometimes the red 
blood. sedimentation rate 
(sed” rate) is as high as 50 
mm, (1 to 20 mm, would be 
more nearly normal). 

Granulomas (little masses 
of abnormal cells) seem to be 
typical of reheumatoid arth- 
ritis, but occasionall one of 
them will be found under the 
skin of a patient with lupus 
erythematosus, 

A peculiar Substance has 


been identified in the bodies 
of persons with -rheumatoid 
arthritis: — the so-called 
“rheumatoid. factor;"’’ and 
considerable research is now 
being done on it. A number of 
observations su'g gest that 
some. gland of internal secret- 
ion is involved, 

For instance, in the case of 
many a woman with the 
disease, a pregnancy will give 
a temporary respite from the 
symptoms. Also, the disease 
usually responds dramatically 
to treatment with somé of the 
corticosteroid drugs « (origin- 
ally derived from the adrenal 
glands, which lie just above 
the kidneys). . Against this 
idea of a glandular origin ‘is 
the fact that the giving'of sex 
hormones does not help.

The early diagnosis -of rheu- 
matoid arthritis is difficult, 
because at first the symptoms 

‘are so vague. The. patients 
may complain only of symp- 
toms that sound like nervous- 
ness or fatigue, or there may 
be sensory disturbances such 
as. numbness, a loss of 
appetite, a loss.of weight, and 
mild discomforts in the joints 
or muscles. 

It is not till later that the 
joints become inflamed and 
swollen, with thickening, red- 
ness, tenderness, pain when 
the person moves, and in- 
creased warmth to the touch. 

_In time, the muscles tend to 
waste away and shrink, and 
the joints become markedly 
deformed and gnarled. 

The disease commonly 
starts with changés in the 
joints of the hands or feet, 
but it can come first in the 
knees or in some one joint. It 


can also begin im a tendon, or « 


in a shoulder bursa, or as 
hodules under the skin.

FLASHBACK ON CANADA 


US. Settlers | 


- Crossed

Although Britain lost the 
American Reyolutionary War, 
Canada certainly gained. 
About 50,000 first-class set- 
tlers left the U.S. to live in 
Canada and there was even a 
possibility that some of the 
states would break away from 
the union. Vermont, for 
instance, relied on Montreal, 
Three Rivers, and. Quebec. for 
transportation. During the 
war of 1812 , the New 
England -states refused to 
attack the Maritimes, and a 
number of people in Maine 
actually took an oath of 
allegiance to Britain. 

On April 8, 1785, Britain 
prohibited Canada and the 
Maritimes from importing 
goods from the U.S. Smuggl- 
ing became almost a sport. 
The most respectable citizens 
became “free traders’’ at 
night from the New Bruns- 
wick-Maine border to ‘Lake 
Ontario. 

The prohibition; of trade 
with the U.S. was resisted 
strongly by leading merchants 
in Montreal, Three River, 
Quebec, and the Maritimes. 
Even Lord- Dorchester, 
Governor of Canada, did what 
he could to get around the 
regulations- which prevented 
U.S. goods from entering 
British North American 
“ports”. Dorchester inter; 
preted the regulation as 
meaning “s@@ ports’ so

senior vice-president with MacMillan Bloedel, said here 
Tuesday. 

Speaking to a Kiwanis Club luncheon, Bonner said he 
knows of no other subject that has caused.so much concern 
and outcry, 

“Confrontation on this issue will make bilingualism and 
biculturalism look like a very simple game indeed.” 

Parliament should “take the paper away for six months’’ 
and gauge its impact on savings, the rise of provincial and 
municipal taxes and foreign investment. Then, he said, 
thinking could be directed in an objective way. 

Bonner said that if Canada is to grow economically and 
become truly competitive internationally, she will need all the 
fcreign and domestic capital she can muster. 

“If we are to ensure the private sector providing jobs, 
expanding world markets and meeting the desperate need for 
capital, then we must ensure that we take no steps to 
interfere with Canadian capital or savings.’’ 

He said that Canada’s peace time economy has 
emphasized taxation at the provincial and municipal levels 
more: than. at the federal, and it is at these levels where 


progress, in taxation must be made. 

“With provincial and municipal tax regulations, you have 
something which .will add to the problems -caused by the 
white paper by more than 40 per cent.” 

Bonner rapped Canada’s already timid domestic and 
international attitude and said that things which are of 
domestic importance to Canadians are ‘‘quite pale’ compared 
with the major issues facing other countries over the past 25 
years. 

“Korea, the 14-year Malaysian struggle, Suez, Hungary, 
Czechoslovakia, Cuba, Vietnam, Laos, Cambodia, the six-day 
war in the Middle East, South African and Rhodesian 
with@rawal from the Commonwealth, the India-China dispute, 
racial strife’in the United States ... quite a catalogue for 25 
years of peace.” 

He cited steps other countries have taken to improve 
their economic lots since the Second World War: the 
European Common Market,-Latin American and Caribbean 
free trade areas, the emergence of Russia as a trading power 
and the growth of Pacific area countries, especially Japan. 

Japan's gross national product, he said, now surpasses 
that of West Germany and her average national income is on 
a par with that of Canada’s Maritime Provinces. 


Bonner said events in Canada must be geared to these 
external developments and he accused Canadians of being too 
introspective, too dependent on formulas Hike the white paper, 
rather than closely examining all the facts. 

“Last fall, the Economic Council of Canada said that 
given reasonable price and wage stability and the 
productivity of the population, they estimated Canada’s GNP 
would rise (from last year’s $75 billion) to $100 billion by 1975 


based on the present value of the dollar.’’ Using 1967 as a ~ 


base yéar, he said it is well within Canada’s capacity for her 
GNP to grow at a rate of 5.5 per cent per annum. 

But since 1967, he said, conditions have come about which 
seriously. jeopardize such growth. “Dollar efosion is reducing 
purchasing power by 4 to 5 per cent per annum.”’ 

He said that in future Canadians’ must be - more 
farsighted, and forget. controls which work orly by creating 
unemployment. :

Explosion 


OSAKA, Japan (CP) 
— At least 88 persons 
were killed and 154 in- 
jured, many of them 
severely, when a series 
of explosions ripped 


through a subway con- -, 


struction site in a densely 
populated area of Osaka 
today, police reported. 


The blast touched off a fire 
which swept through some 30 
private homes before firemen 
brought it under control. 

Osaka’s pride, the Expo 70— 
world’s fair, was not 
damaged. Police said the 
explosion site was 10 miles 
from the fair grounds. 

Many of the injured were in 
serious condition, 

The explosions, blamed on 
leaking gas, occurred beneath 
a roadway where construction 
men were working on the 
subway. They hurled heavy 
steel plates covering the 
roadway into the air, lifted 
Parked cars feet off the 
ground, shatttered windowns 


“over a wide-area and flat- 


tened people om sidwalks. 
Flames shot 100 feet into 
the air as the gas fumes 
caught fire, spreading quickly 
to the closely-packed wooden 
homes lining the street.

(AP) — The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration has permitted itself to be shackled to a 
chemical and genetic time bomb by the food industry, a 
report by investigators working -under consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader said today. 

“Nader’s Raiders’ charged the agency with wasting time 
on senseless campaigns of harassment while the food industry 
develops techniques “for manipulating the content of food 
products as dictated: by corporate greed and irresponsibility." 

“Until the FDA recognizes the food business for the profit- 
making giant that it-is, this public agency will continue to be 
the vessel of an industry which through , ignorance, 
or greed routinely mauls. the-public interest,”’ the report said.

Bennett’s problem: there is 
not enough tax money to do 
all the things people say. need 
doing. 
Bennett’s,. or any -other 
government's solution: a list 
of priorities. 
In B.C. ‘the list reads, 
basically, this way: hydro 
development, education and 
health care. 
So, as hospital boards meet 
in the next few weeks to try 
to make a dollar out of 15 
cents, certainly some of their 
problems can, be traced to the 
Peace and Columbia rivers. 
There’s something around a 
billion dollars tied up in 
power development there. 

@ 

That enormous commitment 
is load enough. But com- 
pounding financial woes of 
government (and others) ‘is 
an interest rate which has 
reached the point of usury. 
The ' government,. u nd.er- 
standably, does not like being 
grilled for being ‘tight-fisted 
with schools and hospitals. 
Those are _ establishments 
close to motherhood. 
Two logical steps in 
strategy have followed. ~ 
The first is a clarion and 
oft-repeated call for economy, 
better utilization of schools, 
teachers, hospitals and staff- 
ing. It's a sound appeal 
because whatever. the agency, 
it, can be made more ef- 
ficient. 
Not surprisingly, the call 
for economy hasn't ~ been 
‘enough, at least according to 
the government. So the next 
step-has followed logically — 


~ arbitrary ‘speriding- limits — 


with the clearly-implied mes- 
sage to the school and 
hospital systems: 

“You. haven’t co-operated 
by cutting your costs enough. 
So now we’ll make. you. It's 
your fault.” 


The government case is 
helped by the enormous com- 
plexity of both hospital and 
school systems.

Has Aloofness, 
Also Greatness 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — A couple of weeks ago, a 
reporter-photographer team, bent on doing advance 
coverage on the Masters golf touranment, phoned to 
advise the Augusta National Club of their plans. 


‘Do you have authorization?” 
a woman’s voice asked icily. 


The visitors were stunned. Au- 
thorization for What? They were 
not going to probe for atomic 
secrets, They didn’t intend ‘to 
check the files or rip up the 10th 
green. They only wanted to look 
at a now virtually idle’ golf 
course that in a few days would 
be the sports spotlight. 

“You still need sauthoriza- 
tion,’” came the firm reply. 

After penetrating the Green 
Curtain, where security is tigh- 
ter than that of the CIA, the un- 
invited guests were ushered into 
the inner sanctum to be re- 


ceived with cordiality and 
warmth. 
“Have a slice of cake,’ of- 


\fered Clifford Roberts, the be- 


spectacled New York financier 
who runs the tournament with 
an_iron hand, 

““Tll give you a tour in my 
car,”” said Col. Horace Shields, 
the executive director who nur- 
tures the Masters as he would a 
spoiled child for 12 months of 
the year. 

Such is the dual, contradic- 
tory personality of the Masters, 
which tees off for the 34th time 
Thursday with the whole golfing 
world watching. 


Stiff, Stuffy, Haughty and Cold 


Tt is stiff and stuffy. It is 
haughty and cold. As a tourna- 
ment test, it is over-rated, per- 
haps the weakest event on the 
pro tour. Yet it is golf’s great- 
est, most glamorous spectacle 
—watched, talked about and en- 
vied as no other tournament. 

It is more than just a sports 
event. It is a carnival, a sports 
extravaganza comparable to the 
Kentucky Derby and the Indian-| 
apolis 500, 

Golfers criticize it because of 
its exclusiveness and call it an 
unfair test, yet all of them 
would bust a blood vessel to get 
in. The green jacket of the Mas- 
ters champion is said to be 


worth $1,000,000 in endorse- 
ments and side benefits. 

Fans from all over the world 
seek tickets—limited and metic- 
ulously: rationed to an estimated 
30,000, Masters officials scrupu- 
lously refrain from disclosing 
either the size of the galleries 
or the gate receipts—“It’s no- 
body’s business,” they say. 

People swarm into the little 
Georgia mill and military com- 
munity—population 75,100, They 
choke the roads, overtax the 
hotel and motel 
queue up for meals at the lim- 
ited number of top eating 
places. It's a week of push, 
shove and bustle—but they al- 
ways come back. 


Attraction Traced Back to Bobby 


What is the Masters appeal? 

“Tt's the mecca of the golf 
world,” says Gene Sarazen, who 
has been a regular on the scene 
since the tournament began in 
1934. 

“Every important figure in 
the game—player, official, man- 
ufacturer and-~devotee—can be 
found there.” 

“Much of the attraction can 
be traced to Bob Jones,’’ says 
Fred Corcoran, executive direc- 
tor of the International Golf As- 
sociation. ‘Bob is a great name 
in golf—everybody loves him.” 

It was Jones, Atlanta's Grand 
Slam immortal, who conceived 
the tournament, helped lay out 


friend Roberts, built it into an 
imposing giant. 

Despite its rapid growth, the 
tournament has remained aloof 
from big time pressures. It has 
spurned electronic scoreboards 
and Madison Avenue publicity 
techniques. 

Negroes bustle around the 
place, serving as waiters and 
other help, and Negroes, in 
green-and-white overalls, do all 
the caddying, yet this is the 
only tournament in which a 
black man has never played. 

Roberts says the Masters is

It’s the padding of the Mas- 
ters field with old champions, 
foreigners and amateurs that ir- 
ritates tour players.-In the pro- 
jected 83-man field this year, 
there will be 17 foreign players 
and 13 amateurs. 


“T doubt that half the Masters 
field could qualify for one of our 
tour tournaments,” says former 
PGA champion Lionel Hebert.

It’s 
almost impossible to follow one 
golfer and see many shots. 

The Masters is the only tour- 
nament in the world ‘in which 
reporters and cameramen are 
not allowed inside ‘the ropes, As 
a result, it must be the poorest 
covered of all tournaments. 

Roberts and his Masters staff 
are sensitive to criticism. A few 


years ago a nationally syndi- 
cated writer was barred for 
making uncomplimentary. re- 
marks about the event at a 
press party. 

The Masters, although not old, 
already reeks with tradition, 

Then there’s the umbrella 
room—a niche in which 89 um- 
brellas and foot-lockers are 
lined side by side. 

“Every official who works on 
the tournament is given an um- 
brella, a rain coat and a pair of 
overshoes,”” explained Roberts, 

“With these, there never is a 
necessity for a man to leave his 
post.”
